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A  bridge  is  a  structure  usually  built  over  a  depression  of  some  sort.  I 
wonder  if  one  of  the  reasons  for  choosing  this  vear's  motif  for  the  Olla 
Podrida  was  that  we  are  going  "over  a  depression  of  some  sort."  The  world 
has  been  out  of  joint  ever  since  the  Great  War.  and  depressions  have 
become  quite  common  everywhere.  The  nations  feel  them;  states  and 
cities  feel  them;  and  we  individuals  feel  our  own  depression  every  day  of 
our  lives.  Perhaps  this  is  why  we  are  building  so  many  bridges. 

An  enormous  bridge  will  soon  span  the  depression  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  east  side  of  the  Bay,  which  is  now  filled  with  water  rather 
difficult  to  cross.  San  Francisco  and  the  northern  part  of  the  state  plan  to 
be  connected  by  a  bridge  across  the  Golden  Gate.  These  activities  are 
carried  on  in  order  to  overcome  the  depressions  existing  between  different 
parts  of  the  land. 

Whenever  a  depression  occurs  in  the  life  of  a  nation,  or  in  the  life  of  an 
individual,  bridges  must  be  built  in  a  similar  way  to  get  over  the  difficulties 
which  these  depressions  present.  We  can  not  stand  still  on  one  side  hoping 
for  someone  to  carry  us  across  to  the  other  by  some  kind  of  a  miracle.  We 
must  provide  our  own  bridge. 

So  far  as  my  observation  and  experience  have  extended.  I  feel  certain 
that  the  only  way  to  build  a  real  bridge  of  any  kind  is  by  hard  work.  Low 
marks  can  not  be  raised  to  high  marks;  poor  health  to  good  health;  weak 
bodies  to  strong  bodies ;  poverty  to  comfort  —  unless  we  put  our  personal 
effort  into  the  job  of  building.  All  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  growth 
must  be  accomplished  by  laboring  to  build  bridges  strong  enough  to  carry 
us  from  our  present  place  to  one  more  to  our  liking.

FOOTBALL 


The  Teain  as  si  Whole 

There  were  five  first-string  veterans  from  the  1932  eleven  among  the 
hundred  bovs  that  turned  out  for  unlimited  football.  Of  the  five  veterans 
there  were  only  two  who  played  the  entire  1933  season,  Earl  Mann  and 
Perry  Thomas.  Knee  injuries  kept  George  Cornell  and  Jack  Lalanne  out 
for  the  last  half  of  the  season,  while  Ed  Wares  sustained  a  shoulder  injury 
in  the  first  game  that  kept  him  out  for  several  weeks. 

Changes  had  to  be  made  throughout  the  season  as  there  were  mishaps 
in  every  game.  At  no  time  during  the  season  was  the  team  at  what  would 
be  called  full  strength.  At  mid-season,  the  team  was  without  the  services 
of  a  quarterback,  so  a  guard  was  shifted  to  that  spot.  The  team  that  fin- 
ished the  season  had  four  former  fullbacks  and  a  guard  in  the  backfield. 

The  lineup  for  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  season  was:  Bill  McNamara  and  Bob 
Boone,  ends;  Jack  Glavinovich  and  Elton  Xippress,  tackles;  Ed  Wares 
and  Henry  Koski,  guards;  Earl  Mann,  center;  Ed  Cordero  and  Nick 
Minitsky,  halves;  Harold  Llewellyn,  quarter;  Perry  Thomas,  fullback. 


Football  Imliviiliisils 

George  Cornell  was  the  hard-luck  player  of  the  team.  After  playing 
right  half  for  two  seasons,  he  was  shifted  to  the  ball-carrying  spot  this 
year.  George  proved  to  be  the  spark  of  the  Yellowjacket  attack  with  his 
ball-carrying,  passing,  blocking,  and  defensive  work,  but  he  incurred  a 
knee  injury  in  the  Mission  game  that  ended  his  prep  school  grid  career. 

Ed  Wares  was  seen  at  the  right  guard  position.  A  two-year  veteran, 
he  was  a  valuable  man  with  his  hard  charging  to  nail  the  opposing  ball 
carrier  behind  the  line,  and  his  ability  to  open  up  holes  for  the  ball  car- 
rier. Ed  was  acclaimed  by  many  as  one  of  the  outstanding  players  in  the 
Bay  District.  He  is  a  senior. 

Earl  Mann  played  center.  A  veteran  of  the  1932  team  he  went  bet- 
ter than  ever  this  year.  An  accurate  passer  and  good  defensive  player, 
"Sticky"  did  some  great  work  at  the  pivot  spot.  This  was  his  last  year. 

Perry  Thomas,  playing  his  third  season  at  fullback,  was  ranked 
among  the  best  in  the  Bay  District.  Kicking,  passing,  ball-carrying,  and 
backing  up  the  line  were  all  executed  by  Perry  in  fine  style.  Truly  one 
of  the  most  valuable  men  on  the  squad  for  three  years,  he  leaves  a  big 
gap  by  his  graduation. 


Herb  Pedersen  plaved  end.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Goofs  until 
the  week  before  the  Piedmont  game,  being  promoted  because  of  his  fine 
work.  Although  being  rather  small  for  the  position.  Herb  plaved  some 
great  ball  against  the  Clan  and  Alameda.  He  will  not  be  back  next  year. 

Bill  McXamara  plaved  end.  A  transfer  from  Piedmont,  where  he 
plaved  tackle,  he  proved  to  be  the  one  for  a  first  string  wing  position.  A 
hard  worker  and  a  fighter  every  minute  he  was  in  the  game.  Bill's  ab- 
sence will  leave  a  big;  hole  to  fill  next  season. 

Bob  Booxe.  although  the  lightest  man  on  the  squad,  was  first  string 
end.  A  junior,  he  plaved  on  the  Bees  last  vear  and  gained  much  experi- 
ence. Bob?s  work  was  sparkling  on  both  offense  and  defense,  and  he 
should  develop  into  a  real  star  next  vear.  Incidentally,  he  will  be  the 
onlv  returning  first  string  veteran. 

Edmund  Flick  saw  a  lot  of  action  at  end.  He  improved  as  the  sea- 
son went  along  and  was  an  able  understudy  to  Boone.  Ed  plaved  on  the 
Goofs  last  season  and  he  will  graduate  this  vear. 


Bob  Pitner  played  left  halfback.  His  size  was  probably  the  only 
thing  that  kept  him  from  a  first  string  position.  A  triple-threat  man, 
proficient  in  kicking,  passing,  and  running,  Bob  was  a  valuable  asset  to 
the  team  and  should  go  great  next  year. 

Clarence  Mede  played  quarter.  He  was  a  star  on  the  1932  reserve 
team  and  got  in  plenty  of  playing  time  this  year  on  the  Unlimiteds.  A  good 
kicker,  and  blocker,  and  a  fine  defensive  player,  Clarence  helped  the 
Jackets  win  many  games. 

Lester  Freeman  played  center.  Although  he  has  made  his  name  as 
a  baseball  player,  "Nooky"  was  no  slouch  at  the  pivot  spot.  His  con- 
sistent good  performance  and  continual  fire  made  him  a  very  valuable 
man.  This  was  his  second  and  last  year. 

Eric  Johnson,  who  played  halfback,  was  a  hard  worker  and  was  valu- 
able as  a  reserve.  He  was  a  good  blocker  and  open  field  runner,  and  came 
through  in  many  tight  spots.  He  is  a  two  year  veteran,  this  being  his  last 
year. 


Bob  Kurtz  played  some  great  ball  at  tackle.  A  veteran  of  the  1932 
team  and  a  member  of  the  Class  B  eleven  the  year  before,  he  had  the 
experience  that  was  so  necessary.  Bob  was  a  hard  charger  and  could 
always  be  counted  on  to  open  up  a  hole  for  the  ball  carrier.  He  will  not 
be  back  next  season. 

Jack  Glavinovich  played  tackle.  A  year  on  the  Bees  and  on  the 
Goofs  gave  him  much  training  and  experience,  and  he  was  first  string  all 
year.  Jack  played  a  steady  game  at  this  spot  and  leaves  a  big  hole  to 
be  filled  by  his  graduation. 

Elton  Nippress  cavorted  at  left  tackle.  Shifted  from  end  to  fill  the 
spot  left  vacant  by  Ed  Ogle  who  was  injured,  "Nip"  held  down  that  posi- 
tion all  season  in  great  style.  He  graduates  this  year. 

Gregory  Prosor,  one  of  the  heaviest  men  on  the  team,  played  tackle. 
Although  he  is  a  senior,  this  was  his  first  year  on  the  squad.  Greg  saw  quite 
a  bit  of  action,  but  had  to  give  way  to  the  more  experienced  men. 


Nick  Minitsky,  one  of  the  speediest  men  on  the  squad,  saw  action 
at  three  different  positions.  At  fullback,  then  right  half,  and  at  last 
shifted  to  left  half  to  fill  the  spot  left  open  by  Cornell,  Nick  was  a  real 
star.  He  is  a  senior. 

Harold  Llewellyn  might  be  called  quite  a  versatile  player.  When 
Coach  Eadie  was  without  a  quarterback  at  the  start  of  the  League,  Harold 
was  shifted  from  guard  to  this  spot.  A  heady  signal-caller  and  a  good 
blocker,  he  fit  the  bill  in  great  form.  He  will  not  be  back  next  year. 

Henry  Koski  at  left  guard  made  up  a  strong  center  trio  with  Mann 
and  Wares.  Henry  played  fine  ball  all  season  and  his  loss  will  be  felt 
next  year. 

Ed  Cordero  played  right  half.  Starting  the  season  as  substitute  full- 
back, he  worked  up  to  a  regular  halfback  berth  when  the  A.  C.  A.  L. 
started.  A  good  line  smasher  and  blocker,  and  a  hard  tackier,  Ed's  loss 
will  be  noticed  next  year. 


The  Season 


The  1933  season  was  a  tough  one  for  the  Yellowjackets.  The  team 
that  started  the  season  was  a  good  one  and  handed  Oakland  Tech  a 
lacing  in  the  opener.  The  Jackets  played  their  best  game  of  the  season 
against  the  Oakland  High  eleven,  being  held  to  a  scoreless  tie.  Next,  a 
victory  over  Vallejo,  which  proved  to  be  disastrous  as  Jack  Lalanne, 
veteran  quarter,  was  lost  for  the  season  with  an  injured  knee.  Then 
Burlingame  was  taken  into  camp,  followed  by  a  victory  over  Mission; 
George  Cornell,  star  half,  incurred  a  knee  injury  in  this  game  that  kept 
him  out  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 

Then  came  the  first  defeat,  by  a  strong  St.  Mary's  outfit.  After  a 
week  lay-off  came  the  "big  game",  for  which  Berkeley  had  been  pointing. 
But  a  team  that  had  never  before  played  as  a  unit,  went  into  the  fray 
and  came  out  with  Piedmont  on  the  big  end  of  the  score.  This  victory 
gave  the  Highlanders  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  crown  as  they  had  defeated  Alameda 
the  week  before.  In  the  final  game  of  the  season,  the  Yellowjackets  de- 
feated Alameda  14  to  0,  in  a  very  dull  game,  to  take  second  place  in  the 
A.  C.  A.  L.

Entering  into  the  fray  as  heavy  favorites,  it  took  everything  the  Oak- 
land High  Wildcats  had  to  hold  the  Red  and  Gold  eleven  to  a  scoreless 
tie.

Mary's  line  that  spelled  the  first  defeat  of  the  season  for  the  crippled 
Jacket  team.  In  the  third  period,  with  Englert,  Mulqueeny,  and  Forsceppi 
playing  prominent  parts,  the  Saints  staged  a  60-yard  march  down  the 
field  to  the  8-yard  line,  where  Englert  tossed  a  flat  pass  to  Irvin  for  a 
touchdown.

Handicapped  by  the 
loss  of  George  Cornell,  Jack  Lalanne,  and  other  players,  the  Yellow- 
jackets  were  far  from  their  full  strength.  Credit  for  the  Scots'  victory 
was  mainly  due  to  George  Tolan,  left  half,  whose  "coffin-corner"  kicking 
kept  Berkeley  in  the  hole  most  of  the  time  and  put  Piedmont  in  a  position 
to  score.  The  Clan's  score  came  in  the  first  period  on  a  spectacular  pass 
play.  Line  plays  featuring  Marshal  Ede  and  Jim  Helmer  put  the  ball  on 
the  Jackets'  15  from  where  the  play  occurred.

Fifty-five  boys  took  advantage  of  the  instruction  offered  in  fall  swim- 
ming and  life-saving  by  Coach  Lamar.  Forty  were  enrolled  in  team 
practice,  and  the  remainder  worked  on  the  Junior  and  Senior  life-saving 
tests,  which  were  given  late  in  November.  When  the  Pod  went  to  press, 
the  tests  had  not  yet  been  given ;  but  the  boys  who  were  expected  to  pass 
the  tests  were  Russell  Andrews,  Fred  Cordes,  Philip  Fleisig,  Raymond 
Healy,  Alois  Jaegen,  Bill  Pond,  Wilbur  Rogers,  Charles  Shane,  Richard 
Talbot,  Robert  Dell  'Ergo,  and  Masanobu  Tsukasaki,  in  the  Junior 
division;  Ward  Hall,  Peter  Porterfield,  Ed  Thrall,  Norman  Tibbs,  Paul 
Lehman,  and  Henry  Adams,  in  the  Senior  division. 

In  the  team  practice,  the  boys  trained  and  conditioned  themselves 
for  several  weeks,  and,  on  November  10,  a  Mock  Meet  was  held  for  the 
benefit  of  those  boys  who  had  never  before  competed  in  a  regular  meet. 
This  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  American  Education  Week  pro- 
gram. Much  promising  material  was  uncovered  and  the  fall  season  can 
go  recorded  as  a  real  success. 


Berkeley  High's  Class  B  football  teams  have  always  been  noted  for 
their  hard  and  clean  playing.  This,  coupled  with  the  old  "never  say  die" 
spirit,  always  prevailing  among  the  players,  was  the  big  reason  for  their 
success  up  to  the  time  the  Pod  went  to  press. 

Although  the  scores  have  not  been  as  large  as  some  of  those  in  the  past, 
the  games  have  been  won  by  a  safe  margin  and  the  Bees'  goal  line  has 
rarely  been  crossed,  showing  a  real  strength  in  defense  as  well  as  offense.

Tracy,  and  Pete  Cuniberti  also  played  good  football  this  season.  Most 
of  the  credit  should  go  to  the  team  as  a  whole,  whose  spirit  and  co-opera- 
tion have  made  it  a  pride  of  the  school.
